warp them from their genuine Sentiments ; yet they 
admit that another large Number of Perfons in the fame 
Affembly may concur conftantly in their Sentiments 
(with each other and thefe Writers) on Matters of the 
utmo& Moment; and to fufpect them of aéting unde’ 
Influence is not only unjuft but impious. ill any 
Man fay this is not agreeable to Reafon ? This {peaks 
him ander Minilterial Influence : He fhall be no Ale 
conner in —————, and a We/?minjfter-Mob fhall knock 
his Brains out. Mark the Equity of the Malecontents. 
But methinks, confidering they have all Trades amongft 


them like the Buccaneers, they fhould appoint fome | 


Dealers in Numbers to fhew how three hundred may 
without Infringement of their Innocence, agree con- 
fiantly with 4 in all Debates; and how the Agree- 
ment of three hundred and fifty with B is a manifeft 
Proof of Corruption, when there is a Moral Neceflity 
of the whole Number’s being on one Side or t’other, 4 
oppofing B by Profeflion, even if he alledges two and 
three make five. By way of Corollary too it thould 
be demonftrated, that if four hundred concurred with 
B, yet ftill no Influence muft be furmized, that remain- 
ing on the Side of 4 only. 

We all know, that the reje€ting the Place-bill at W</- 
minfler is reprefented by thefe Men as irreconcileable to 
Reafon, not to be juftified in Con{cience, and of confe- 
quence not to be enduréd by the People ; and this a cer- 
tain Body of Men are made to tell their Reprefentatives. 
Yet when a Place-bill was introduced upon full Evidence 
of its Expediency elfewhere, within three Miles of We/- 
minfier, and when none of the Objections urged againft 
the other Place-bill could be pretended to affect that, it 
was rejefted by an unargumentative Majority. With- 
out Influence, without Corruption, fay the Patriots. 
——— Who can doubt it? They make their Folks de 
claim againft the rejecting one Place-bill, to the very 
Perfons who rejetted t’other ; which is, in plain Eng- 
lifth, eftablifhing- Local Patriotifm, allowing them to be 
for Power at that End of the Town, where it is in their 
own Hands, provided they oppofe it ftoutly at this: 
And who can queftion that for fuch Conduét there may 
be many good Reafons? Who, I fay, can queftion it 
without proving himfelf a Mercenary, a Minifterial Tool, 
a Sycophant; when thofe who advance thefe Doétrines 
are the only wife and honeft Men in the Nation, as 
they have often told us themfelves, and are ready to 
mob any Man who dare difpute it ? To argue with fuch 
Perfons, is to contend on the Harp with Nero; you may 
play better, but you will come off the worfe for all 
that. 

All Expeétations that Men fhould a& fteadily on fome 
certain Plan, on Principles which they profefs, and ac- 
cording to their Duty to their Mafter and their Country, 
are ridiculed and exploded by our Patriots as fo many 
Covers for Corruption, fo many fpecious Pretences to 
introduce Slavery. But in their own Cafe how do they 
aét? They have a Creed which all their Partifans mult 
believe, and perhaps I may one day get a Copy of it. 
A Set of Commandments too they have, which whoever 
breaks is a Son of Perdition. To go Conftitutional 
Lengths with the Adminiftration, is Slavery barefaced, 
and no Man can doubt that Bribery is at the Bottom. 
But you muft go all Lengths on that Side, with or with- 
out your Confcience, or you are a Reprobate. So an 
eminent Lover of Freedom afferted the Liberty and In- 
dependency of Gentlemen in a certain Place in a new 
Way ; He would fee who durft differ with him in Opinion. 
Had this come from another Quarter, why Chaos had 
come again, our Con/titution had crumbled into Ruins 
But coming from fo upright a Patriot, all was well ; on- 
ly from this Day a new Term was introduced, and 
Sweaxinoe is the Cant-word for following Truth at 
the Expence of Party, amongft the Malecontents ever 
fince. Is not all this juft, moderate, uniform, and 
free from any Appearance of private Spirit or finitter 
Purpofes ? 

But the Paradox of Paradoxes with thefe Gentlemen 
is, maintaining that Perfons in the Adminiftration may 
oblige their Electors, without any corrupt, any anti- 
conititutional Influence.——- Againft this they have 
fpeeched to a Man, written as many of them as wield 
the Pen, and declaim over their Beer daily on this To 
pick with great Sclemnity, as abhorring Corruption be- 











yond meafure, and loathing whatever may look Jike it. 
Yet all this apart, they deal like other Folks at Ele- 
Ctions. They don’t truft to Haranguing, they don’t 
pin their Faith Gm Reviews and Craft/men, but make 
ufe of common Senfe, and without influencing, lay all 
the Conftraint on their Dependants which is in their 
Power, nay upon occafion raife Mob:, and then open 
Books for raifing the Supplies neceflary to pay them. 
Now, excepting® the old Diftinétion, That Dominion i: . 
founded in Grace, and that to the Saints all things are 
lawful, let any Man tell us wherein one Sort of Appli 
cation is better or worfe than t’other? or, why he who 
has obliged a Man, or provided comfortably for fome 
of his Family, may not ask his Vote and Intereit as 
well as his Landlord, who looks pleafant but ence in 
Seven Years, and then only in confideration of Good- 
man Wrangheaa’s having a {mall Freehold? For my 
part, one feems to me as jultifiable as the other. 

To multiply Inftances of this Sort would be eafy, if 
it were not needlefs. I could undertake to fill another 
Paper, and have pretty Pickings behind too. But what 
confiderate Reader can want fuch Helps? Let him but . 
make every Saturday for three Months, an Abttraét of 
the Doétrines advanced by the Scrib s of the FaAtion in 
the feveral Libels they publifh, and if he thinks they 
require anfwering, or doubts whether Truth, Virtue or 
Confiftency refides amongft them, I will be content to 
run the Gantlope, as well as to lay down my Pen. It 
is their keeping all who have todo with them in hot 
Water, it is their affeCting to be ever in a Paflion, and 
refufing ever to reafon fairly, that preierves them from | 
being generally detected, and detefted too by all honett

‘ ftérs are for War, the Cardinal {till remains inflexible 
‘ in his pacifick Principles. 

Rome, May 10. When the Pope went with his nume- 
rous and noble Train to take pofleffion of the Lateran 
Church, he was no fooner arriv’d therewith in the Square 
of the Capitol, but the Count Nicholas Bielke, one of 
the Senators of Rome, drefs’d in a Robe of Cloth of 
Gold and accompany’d by other Perfons of Dittin¢ction, 
prefented himfelf before his Holinefs, and upon his 
Knees made a Speech to him in Latin, wherein he faid 
among other things, ‘ Tho’ you are arriv’d, Holy Fa-

Vienna, May 20. They write from Silefia, that the 
Envoys of England, Holland, Saxony, and Hanover, 
after feveral Conferences with the King of Pruffia, have 
declar'd to him, in purfuance of the Orders which they 
had receiv’d from their Mafters, that they were oblig’d 
to defire him to quit Silefia in a Fortnight’s time; that 
he might in the mean time carry his Pretenfions to the 
Dyet of the Empire or get them determin’d otherwife, 
but that it was contrary to the Conftitutions of the Em- 
pire to aét thus by Violence. A Courier is arriv’d here 
from Lord Hyndford at Breflau, whom-his Britannick 
Majefty has fent to the King of Pruffia to engage him to 
confider what may be the Confequences of ‘his Under- 
taking, to withdraw his Army from Silefia, and to re- 
fer the Decifion of his Pretenfions to the Powers who 
are Guarantees of the Pragmatick San€ion, who would 
engage to procure him a reafonable Satisfa€tion in thofe 
that fhall appear to be juft. ‘This Courier has brought 
the King of Pruflia’s Anfwer; bat whether ’tis favour- 
able or not, all that we know is, that it has been exa- 
min’d ina great Conference which has been held on 
that Subjett.
